ARed any thing to the contrary, alſo in the Militia 
(as well as Army) ſuch as declared their adhering to 
this preſent Parliament they have put out, and pla- 
ced others in (and ſuch onely ) as ſuite better with 
{ſome other Deligne; yea , one of their ow lately

not (he was confident) five real and abſolute for 

this Parliament or their Intereſt. 
Foxrthly, They have alſo otherwiſe diſabled, 
and

and diſarmed moſt of a the Parliaments Friends, and 
of the molt approved fidelity and conſtancy ( that 
we can hear of) in the whole Nation 3 expoſing 
thereby the poor naked Engliſh, to the molt merci- 
leſs Rage of the Native Iriſh, not having wherewith- 
all to defend themſelves from them who watch but 
an opportunity to /ſ/ay them 5 as in the caſe of Cap- 
tain Cornick,an honeſt peaceable man, lately ſet up- 
on in his own houſe, ( but himſelfe eſcaping) they 
fell to fiering, burned up his oxt houſes, and all his 
Corn in ſtacks, took away his Cattel to the value of 
five hundred pounds in all. So that from thence 
and ſome late execrable Murtbers , the Iriſh rebel- 
lion may feare de novo by it 3 and that it will be but 
tranſlated by an Engliſh Alphabet of Chara@ers, if not 
ſpeedily — ; for, 

Fifthly, Whiles they thus uſe the Exgl;,plunder 
and diſarme the beſt Parliament friends In the whole 
Nation, they ſuffer all the Parliaments profeſſed Eme- 
miesto keeptheir armes ( as well Iriſh rebells as.0- 
thers,) and not only ſo, but deliver them more out 
of the Parl;zaments fore (with Amunition in abun- 
dance, preferring Inchequeens Officers amonglt them, 
and all that ever were for the King, and never ſerv- 
ed the Parljzment, are permitted not onely to keep 
their Armes, but to furniſh themſelves with what 
more they will. 

Sixthly, To make it a deadly feud between the 
Exglifh, themſelves (as well as the 7riſþ and the Exg- 
liſh,they have newly diſtingiſhed them into Names of 
the old Proteſtants and the New z the old bandying 
themſelves againſt the other, the zew Engliſh as they

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(that planted there, &c.) And the Triſh Papiſts ſay 
they will rather ſubject to the old Proteſtants, then 
to the #ew, for the Common prayer book is the maſſe 
(they hear) Engliſhed, & under them they ſhal have 
more liberty; But notwithſtanding this promiſing 
compliance with the old Fxgliſh, they will quickly 
give them proof of an irſat;able revenge upon all the 
Engliſh, when they have ſufficiently weakened them 
with their diviſions; and that their Hydropick thirſt 
cannot be ſo ealily-quenched, but the more the 
drink,the more they wil defire,until they exhaui? all 
intotheir own hands. Albeit at preſent,much of the 
Armies condud@ 1s put into the hands of #ld Engliſh, 
Epiſcopall wer, yet ſuch they are, as ever have been 
and yet are moſt bitter enemies to the Parliament 
and our preſent Frgliſh Ttereſt there! And: ſo may 
ſerve to A the firſt partof the intended Tragedy in 
thatIfland. The wicked watcheth the Righteous, and 
ſeekethto flay him, but the Lord will not leave him in 
his hands, nor condemn him when he is judeed ; 
Seventhly, To make it yet more obvious; Many 
commiſſioned Officers and Souldiers that declared 
with them at the firſt , (when they pretended for 
this preſent Parl;ament, and that juſtified the Autho- 
rity of this Parliament againſt that force and 7zterrup- 
tionthat was put upon them, are diſmonnted and diſ- 
placed as not fit for their deſggre , but demurring 
their receſſion from the firſt Declaration , wherein 
they owned L.G. L. their Commander in Chiefs and 
yet in their Narrative, p. 10, 11, 12, have they the 
confidence to front or face it for the ſervice of the 
Parliament, and, p. 12. That they Jaid aſide onely 
ſuch as oppoſed the Parliament, or elſe of whoſe not 
ating againſt the Parliament they could not be os 
fied 3 
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fied ; that is,as to perpetrate their Deſegne, & to 47 
with them upon a hazard, or at an Adventure, as to 
what they would have done. For the Honoarable 
Commiſſioners of Parliament themſelves might have 
had their Liberty after all, if they would have en- 
gaged to them and aCted with them in their Deſigns, 
which (they declining) ſet ſome on fire upon an un- 
juſt impeaching and deviſing a charge againſt them, 
according to that-dangerous Maxime, That bad ATi-

A Souldier 
coming to the Miniſters houſe of Caſtle Dermond ran 
his pike at him , and called him Arabaptiſt, told 
him that he would have his coat off his ck ſhort- 
Iy: 
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ly : and had he not wihI20n himfelfe (ſays) the 
Souldier had killed him at that preſent, and yet that 
Miniſter is no Arabaptiſt, but Godly and Orthodox. 
So, that night the Caſtle was ſurpriſed , they made 
their Bonfires, and threatning to fire divers habita- 
tions of Godly men, caſt up their ſticks with fire 
upon their houſes, threatening to burn them to the 
very ground, and at their Bonfires, as they drank 
healths to C.stuart ſo allo to the confuſion of all the 
Anabaytifh (accounting Presbyterians andall ſuch)re

Preſerve our lives, lands and families 
from thele Arbitary foundations and excentrick Act- 
ings, which threaten to devourall at once! Main- 
taine and countenance us in the power of Godlineſ;

to what is revealed unto us in his Ford! Which we 
do (and deſire from our very Souls to) make the 
rule of all our wayes and a@ings! And give us but an 
equal encouragement, and being with others (after 
all our Blood !

Cauſe, yet this is that which renders the Caſe the
